giveth the like comfort unto all ofus in particular. (9) /feny mas ſin, 
we bave an Advocate with the Father, leſus Chriit the righteous: and he is 
4 propitiation for our ſins, and not for ours only,bat alſs for the ſins of the 
whole world. 

For as(r )there is exe God,ſo is - one Mediator between God aud men, 
the man Chri#t Ieſus, who gave bimſelfe a ranſowe far all; and in diſcharge 
ofthis his office of mediation, as the onely fit umpire to take up this 
controverſie,was to lay his hand aſwell on God the party ſo highly 
offended, as upon Man the party ſo baſely offending. In things con- 
cerning God,the Priefthood of our Mediator is exerciſed. ({) For every 
high Prieſt is taken from among men, and ordained for men in things per- 
taining ts God, The parts ofhis Prieftly funRion are two; Satisfattiow 
and 1ncercefſion : the former whereof giveth contentment to Gods 
joflice; the latter ſolliciteth bis mercy, for theapplication ofthis be- 
nefit to the children of God in particular, Whereby it commeth to 
paſſe,that God in(t)ſhewing mercy upon whem he will ſhew mercy, 
15 yet for his juſtice no loſer :being both(s) jaff, aud1he juſtifier of hins 
which beleevath in Teſas. | 

By vertue of his Izterceſion, Our Mediator (x) appeareth in the 
preſence of God for us, and (y)maketh requeſt for us. To this pur- 
poſe,the Apoſtlenoteth in the II1I* to the Hebrewes, I That we bave a 
great bigh PrieF, that i paſſed into the heavens, Teſws the Son of God, 
(ver.14.) Il. That we have not an high Pricft which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities, but was in all things tempted as we ave , 
yet without ſin,(verſ.15.)Betwixt the having of ſuch,and the wot having 
of ſuchan Interceſſor, betwixt the 4ight of him in regard of the one, 
and the /owlineſſe in regard of his other nature, ſtandeth the comfort of 
the finner. He muſt be ſuch a ſutor as taketh our caſe to heart: 
and therefore (z) in al things it behoved him to be made like unto hs bre- 
threw that he might be amercifall and faithfull high Prieſt, Tnwhich re- 
ſpe& as it was needfull he ſhonld partake with our fleſh and bloud, 
that he might be tenderly affeted unto his brethren : ſo likewiſe for 
the obtaining of ſogreat a ſute, it behoved he ſhould be moſt deare to 
God the Father, and have ſo great an intereſt in him, as he might al- 
wayes be ſure to be(4)heard in his requeſts: whocherefore conld be no 
other, bur be of whom the Father teſtified from heavenz(b) Thi « my 
beleved Son,in whom 1 am well pleaſed.
